Acroplanes should be “abolished be- 
eause they are a menace to civilization, 
according to Sir Hugh ‘Trenchard, 
chief of staff of the Royal Air Force in 


* Britain. 


Sir Hugh, one of the eminent Brit- 
ish aviation authorities, brought his 
audience up with a jerk when he con- 
demned the weapon he commands in 
@ speech in London. 

“All the good aeroplanes can do in 
civil life,” Slr Hugh said, “cannot bal- 
ance the harm they may do in war. 
if I had .the casting vote I would say 
ebolish aeroplanes. They aro aft in-/} 
finitely more harmful weapon than 
@ny other and terrifically powerful. 
The aeroplane is the best offensive 
ever, jnvented, 

“It is a bad weapon for defence, but 
ft is the only means of defence 
against other aeroplanes, and I doubt 
whether any cne weapon will lake its 
place within this century. 

“Nearly all naval battles 250 years 
ago were fought within one mile of 
ehoro, An acroplane may not sink 
6hips 250 miles from shore, but ft can 
damage them and prevent bombard- 
ment of shore positions. Within an- 
other 60 or 100 years the air will be 
the only practical efficient means of 
defending the empire."

Fish From Prairies 


Value of Praduct of Three Prairie 
Provinces Reaches High Figure 

The product of the commercial fish- 
erles in the three prairie provinces in 
1924 had a total market valuo of 
054,162, apportioned as follows: Mant- 
Saskatchewan, $482,- 
492; and Alberta, $339,107. 

Compared with the preceding year 
the value of Manitoba’s fishery pro- 
duct increased by $211,968, or 21 per 
cent.; and of Saskatchewan's by $195,- 
849, or 68 per cent. The value of Al- 
berta's product decreased by $99,630 
or 23 per cent. 

The value of the fishery production 
of the Yukon Territory in 1924 was 
$18,773. 

In Manitoba the principal kinds of 
fish, in order of value, were pickerel, 
whitefish, sturgeon and plke. In Sas- 
katechewan and Alberta, whitefish is 
of first Importance, the value of this 
fish in the former province represent- 
ing 75 per cent. of the total value of 
the fishery production of the province, 
and in the latter province 71 per cent. 
For the three provinces as a whole, 
whitefish represents 42 per cent. of 
the total value of the fisheries produc- 
tion and pickerel 28 per cent. 


Pigs Sensitive To Sudden Sunlight 


Must Get Acquainted Gradually to 
Extremes of Light and Heat 

Pigs require a range on the ground. 
Any breeder of hogs will tell you that, 
but while“hogs require range they must 
jbe familfarized very gradually with 
the Nght and the sun. Contrary to 
our ideas generally the hog is a deli- 
cate animal under certain conditions, 
and one thing that will hurry his pass- 


‘|age by the unprofitable route to the 


happy hunting grounds is a sudden 
change from a cool, dark pen to bril- 
liant,, scorching sunlight. While, 
therefore, the hogs should be let to 
the ground, a good deal of jndgment 
should be used in keeping the pork- 
ers away from the extremes of light 
and heat, till there has been a grad- 
ual accustoming thereto, Even when 
this has been done, in a fleld where 
there are no shade trees, shelter 
should be provided into which the 
hogs may go for sleep or rest.

|What’s Doing it in 
Saskatchewan? 


(Continued from Last Week) 


By Walter P, Davisson, Author of 
“The* Three Pools” 

For a decade prior to the’ change- 
over to more intensive cultivation, 
crop rotation and summerfallowing, 
dairying and orderly methods of grain 
marketing, the farmers proved them- 
selves as human as the rest of us, by 
indulging in extensive. financing. To- 
day, trust and mortgage companies 
enjoy a day-by-day relationshtp with 


.| 85 per cent. of Saskatchewan farmers. 


The liquid or frozen status of those 
loans has been subject to the three 
usual factors: The energy and ability 
of the borrower; crop conditions In his 
district; and the basis of valuation. 
The latter two considerations have 
played a conspicuous part in making 
necessary the erection of “The Debt 
Adjustment Bureau” in this province; 
legislative authority saying, in effect, 
to mortgagor and mortgagee: “Come, 
let us reason together.” It {s only 
fair to add that all the errors of judg- 
ment have not been on the side of the 
borrower or the lender. 


Mislaying a Car of Wheat! 


Bearlng witness to flagrantly easy 
conditions of credit, I will resurrect 


two memories of a financial day that 


is past. 


. It was in 1910, out in what fs known 
as “the Goose Lake country,” and that 
spring the steel had just arrived at 
the western border of Saskatchewan 
enroute over the 409-mile stretch ot 
line between Saskatoon and Calgary. 
Those were the days of dawn-to-dark 
wheat mining. I knew a man who 
shipped out three cars of wheat that 
fall. Things looked rosy. Friend 
farmer took a trip to see the folks in 
Eastern Ontarfo, and doubtless gave 
them the details of the fertility In the 
far west. He returned in the spring, 
with a carload of dairy cattle, enthu- 
siasm and additional funds. With the 
exception of an intervening dry sea- 
son, the production record showed 
wheat shipments in rising numbers 
each fall—4 cars, 6 cars, 7 cars; and 
finally, having acquired neighboring 
lands, came the high record of 16 car- 
loads of the golden grain. Then 
something seemed to happen in that 
district. here were three meagre 
crops in thin succession, and one dis~ 
astrous dry season. Four straight 
non-revenue years. The easy days of 
easier money abruptly changed. Our 
friend found himself In possession of 
large holdings of unproductive and 
half paid for farms. His banker grew 
more intimate but less cordial, His 
holdings had to be operated, and there | 
were men tO pay; whether the mois- 
ture came or not. The thing settled 
down to a marathon between ex- 
penses, accrued interest, and the ris- 
ing tide of taxes. At the end ft be- 
came a question of saving what was 
clear of encumbrance. It was plil- 
fully little. [ remember with what 
incredulous joy it was discovered (by 
Mrs. Farmer!) that an elevator re- 
celpt, covering an entire carload of) 
wheat from the “big crop” had been 
hidden away carelessly In a bedroom 
drawer, and never missed! That, at 
least, was “clear.” Those folks are 
in a California clty today. Occa- 
sionally, I am sure, some lines from a 
well-known song must fit their,case, 
“1 stand in a land of roses, but I dream 
of a land of snow.” 
A Generous Money Market 

On the other hand, an urban fn- 
stance, arlsing out of the same velvet 
days in Saskatchewan, can be briefly 
told: 

During 1924, 7 citles, 80 towns and 
350 villages of the province borrowed 
a total of $1,000,000. During a speci- 
fic eighteen months, between the years 
1911-12, a small Saskatchewan town, 
with 2,300 people, went boldly onto 
the Torontc money market, asked for 

230,000 by way of debentures, and got 
the money! Of course, the end came 
quickly. But the lure of the Sunny 
South could not operate to correct the 
balance In this case. What is now 
| known as the local government board 

(Regina), a legislative body which 


grew out of those years of easy money, ! 


and must now pass on the necessity 
or wisdom of all civic borrowings in 
the province, acted as intermediary 
between the town and its bondholders. 
The entire debt of the little commun- 
ity, inclnding past principal and ar- 
rears of interest today totals some 
$400,000. This has been funded and 
spread over the next 35 years, and 
new bonds {ssued, calling for an an- 
nual amortization payment of $22,500, 
which is within the power of the little 
town to pay. There is another side 
to this somewhat hectie picture of 
civic finance. From 1914 until today, 
the public borrowings of that town 
have been nil. ‘That ts undoubtedly 
an undesirable swing to the opposite 
balance, from the days when Toronto 
financlers loaned “not wisely, but too 
well.” 


The Power of Unity 

Yn the field of ethics and morals, 
the people df Saskatchewan have been 
active, too, In the Church Union 
movement, 3875 congregations have 
voted favorably, with but 16 dissent- 
ing. Recent Uquor legislation, as 
these words are written, shows Sas- 
katchewan retreating from an appall- 
{ng experiment in prohibition. ‘Iwo 
great sanitorlums are waging a win- 
ning fight against what tuberculosis 
happens to show itself within the prov- 
ince. Saskatchewan feels that Its 
political and economie rights are not 
always accorded 100 per cent. justice 
in the national parliament—but is 
loyal to the general interests of the 
Dominion, and carries on, Out over 
the countryside, members of the four 
outstanding groups of the organized 
farmers have been asking one another, 
“Whither goest thou?” and, finding 
themselves on the same road, are like- 
ly to create the united farmers of Sas- 
katchewan, 


The Beginning of Industry 
The marvellous fertility in Saskat- 


chewan farms originates, in a single 
year, almost 9,000,000 tons of freight 
trafic. This productivity from the 


energies of 815,000 people will be real- 
ized by bearing in mind the combined 
{tonnage of the sen borne commerce in 


the thnes premier ports) on the Pacific 
coast during 1924—Los Angeles, 2,312,- 
000 tons; San Francisco, 2,788,480 
tons; Vancouver, 2,440,552 tons. 

Yet Saskatchewan business minds 
agree that a way must be found to 
“finish” some-of this vast raw mater- 
jal tonnage into a higher product. To- 
day, therefore, as a result of Saskat- 
chewan’'s distance from tidewater, and 
& somewhat unfavorable position in 
the freight rate structure’ of.the Do- 
minion, her people are commencing to 
think in industrial terms. They are 
beginning to wonder just why they 
should not balance their enormous 
grain production with a group of the 
greatest mills in North America. Per- 
haps this is not an unreasonable de- 
sire, in a province that can furnish 
the native brick to build those mills, 
the fuel to operate them, and the grain 
to feed them? Today there are 654 
mills of various sizes in Saskatche- 
wan. They are capitalized at four 
million dollars, and employ 654 people. 
The 1924 production of "Saskatchewan 
mills totalled $12,000,000 In all grains, 
representing one-third of tho year's 
factory output in the province. Un- 
doubtedly, tho next phase in the de 
velopment of a well-rounded econo- 
mic vitality in Saskatchewan will be 
the growth of her “infant industries”— 
urban echoes of her vast agricultural 
activities, 


More People! 


Saskatchewan's central need is 
merely an aggravated form of the 
need -of the Dominion itself—more 
people. It fakes people to make a 
nation, and just as health fs the first 
wealth to an individual, so, too, the 
first wealth of a country {s not its 
broad acres, nor its forests, nor its 
minerals. It takes people to make a 
nation great-, 

Saskatchewan today has the popula- 
tion of the city of Montreal, thin- 
spread over a hundred thousand 
square miles. ‘Think it over, and you 
will understand why the giant key- 
stone province of the prairies is hun- 
gry for more people.

Preparing For Intensive Campaign to 
Launch Project In Saskatchewan 
Preparations are being made by the 

Saskatchewan wheat pool starting an 
intensive campaign throughout the 
province as soon as seeding has fin- 
ished to secure signatures to coarse 
grain pool contracts and increase tho 
acreage under contract to the wheat 
pool,

The total number of Indians in Can- 
ada is 106,000, of whom 30,009 are to 
be found in the prairie provinces— 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
The Indlans own 6,000,000 acres of 
land and the amount of band funds 
held in trust for them is almost $12,- 
000,000. They own livestock -worth 
$4,600,000, and personal property. of 
$65,000,000. There are 326 schools 
provided by the government for their 
education—day schools, boarding 
schools and industrial schools—and 
the average attendance at these is 

8,000 puplis out of a possible 16,000 
of school age. About 10,000 Indians 
still cling to their aboriginal beliefs, 
and of the remainder about half are 
Protestants and half Roman Catholics, 
says the Industrial and AGriCulvahal 
Progress of Canada, 

While the Indlans of Eastern Can- 
ada are engaged in a variety of oc- 
cupations, belng in extensive demand 
for hunting, guiding, bushwork, ete., 
the majority of those in the prairle 
provinces follow agriculture almost ex- 
| clustvety. In 1928 they had 68,456 
acres of land under crop, an increase 
of 15,942 acres over 1922. . On this 
they produced 1,276,579 bushels of 
grain, an increase of 631,569 bushels 
over the year beforo. 

A very fine example of the intelll- 
gent encouragement which is being 
given by the Canadian Government 
and the progressive work being ac- 
complished through tho active and en- 
thusiastic co-operation of the Indian 
population is given in the case of the 
Vile I1ills Indian Reserve in Saskat- 
;chewan, where wonderful results haye 
; been achfeved. Under the commis- 
sloner’s policy a portion of the re 
serve was set aside for graduates of 
boarding and industrial schools, and 
this was surveyed into farms of elghty 
acres. Each pupil was given a grant 
of $125 to buy lumber, ete., for his log 
shack, and a yoke of oxen, harness ana 
plow, to be paid for fn four years, 

This was in 1903, when three colon- 
ists enllsted under the plan. Des- 
!plie hardships and discouragements of 
various kinds, their number was add- 
ed to yearly and increased by mar- 
| rlago until in 1915 there Were thirty- 
six farmers, twenty-elght of whom 

were married, and the children of the 

colony numbered ninety-six. In that 
year they had 3,016 acrves in crop, 

pe an anticipated crop of 100,000 
+ ushels was reduced by hail to 20,000 

bushels.

The Fight 
Against Disease 


Extinction of Leprosy is Believed to 
Be Near Realization 

France is seriously and systemati- 
cally taking up pre-natal care of 
babies; the cry of the world’s lepers 
is being answered in a manner that 
{s slowly bringing about the extinction 
of leprosy; bureaux of venereal dis- 
eases have been established in every 
state and large city in the United 
States; the travelling cinema van has 
done marvels in health propaganda in 
Bermondsey; these and many other 
items in the present internationally 
co-related campaign for world health 
are presented in the current issue of 
“World Health,” the monthly review 
of tho League of Red Cross Societies. 

Tho articlo on pre-natal clinics, 
contributed by Prof.’ A. Couvelaire, 
is a striking one. Special emphasis 
s laid upon the social as well as med- 
ical protection” of the expectant 
mother, “The work among lepers is 
described in an article emanating from 
the Mission to Lepers, 83 Henrietta 
Street, London,_under whose auspices 
the work of improving the condition 
of tho leprous has been going on for 
fifty years. At a conference of leper 
asylum superintendents held at Cal- 
cutta, in 1920, by the mission, tho 
medical sub-committee found: 1, that 
leprosy was only very slowly contagi- 
ous; 2pthat the disease was not direct- 
ly hereditary, and that children of leper 
parents could be saved if segregated 
early. 

William IF. Snow, M.D., general 
director of the American Social Hy- 
giene Association, writes of the eight 
main mpasures taken in the big cam- 
paign to combat venereal diseases in 
the United States. The emphasis is 
inid upon educative rather than re-} 
pressive action. The article by Dr. 
Db. M. Connan, health officer for the 
Tioreugh of Bermondsey, is illustrated 
by photographs of placards used 
and of the cinema van.

Mayor of London 

Sir Alfred Bower, the lord mayor of 
London, is a strong advocate of walk- 
ing as an aid to health. In an article 
in the English press he sald: 

“[ have always been devoted to 
walking, belleying dt to be the best 
and most natural exercise, as it is the 
most readily available. Generally 
speaking, anybody can walk four or 
five miles a day. It is the oldest of 
all health habits. Men were made 
to get about, not to vegetate or lounge. 

“If anything indisposes a man for a 
good brisk walk it is over-eating. Yet 
it is after doing this that he needs 
exercise most. The laws of Nature 
are inexorable. They were made for 
mankind loyally to observe, and great 
is the reward of their observance, 

“Nor are these laws really hard to 
follow, while the benefits are cumula- 
tive. An hour’s walking exercise 
every day, say, taken pleasurably for 
health’s sake, will generally keep» a 
man well, and will go far to restore 
health that has been impaired by neg- 
lect of this precaution.” 

A recommendation of this sort from 
a public man living if a city is, of 
course, meant for city men. If a man 
has been following a plough or a har- 
row all day, in which he would walk 
about ten miles, walking would not 
be needed. <A quiet hour with a good 
book would be more suited to his 
needs,

Mould In Butter 
To Prevent Mouldiness All 
Should Be Pasteurized 

Mould in storage butter is now of 
Serious ecoaomic Importance, and as a 
result of its damaging effect on the 
export trade_a full. investigation has 
been made, A bulletin covering the 
subject and giving the results of the 
investigation has just been published 
by the dairy and cold storago branch 
of the Dominion department of agrt- 
culture. According to the bulletin, 
cream ag brought to. the factory is 
generally infected by mould, but this 
Infection is destroyed by pasteuriza- 
tion, consequently the trouble must 
come from the conditions surrounding 
the cream in the factory, Moulds 
have been found in cream pumps and 
in piping through which the cream 
passes in the factory, Wood is a 
principal fleld for production of mould, 
which {gs found in factory churns con- 
structed principally of wood, and in 
the walls and ceilings of the churn 
rooms, in wooden butter boxes and in 
firewood near the factory. All these 
sources of mould should be carefully 
guarded against. Great care must 
be given to the protection of the boxes 
from moisture. Wind carried tho 
spores of mould from the neglected 
wood pile into tho factory. Butter 
parchments and galt are also sources 
of infection, and so are water sup 
plies, holding tanks and ice. 

To prevent mouldiness in butter all 
cream should be pasteurized, all vats, 
pipes, pumps and churns cleansed 
thoroughly every day, parchment 
papers treated in hot brine solution, 
boxes should be made of wel) season- 
ed wood and kept in clean, dry places, 
salt stored in clean, dry rooms, and 
pure wash water used. Refrigerators 
must be kept clean and dry, the cream- 
ery should be well lighted and yentil- 
ated, and the interlor walls painted 
yearly at least. Strict attention must 
be given to cleanliness, and systema- 
tic mould and yeast counts should be 
used. Careful attention should be 
given to all the processes of manufac- 
ture, packing and storage,

Two Brooklyn ‘Coal Towers Do Work 
Of 20,000 Men 

More than twenty thousand men 

would be required to perform the work 


which can be done, within 24 hours, | 
by two rugged coal towers just put) 


into service at a big electrical gener- 
ating station in Brooklyn. Quite un- 
spectacular in appearance, merging 
inconspicuously into their surround- 


ings among the docks, cranes, lofts and | 


elevator buildings of the waterfront, 
these two metallic workers do not re- 
veal their enormous power. It might 
have gone unrecorded had it not been 
for the engineers who brought them 
into existence. 

The coal towers derive their 
strength from electricity. General 
Electric engineers, who designed their 
electrical vitals, completed their work 
by making the calculation which 
shows what the towers can do, meas- 
ured by human strength. 

The immense coal loft which they 
serve is about two hundred feet high. 
The towers shoyel coal into the top 
story windows. Their shovels pick 


up two and a half tons of coal at each | 


scoop, and they lift two shovelfuls a 
minute. After lifting these loads the 


full two hundred feet, they carry the} 


coal, crane-like, to the hopper and 
deposit it. They can shovel steadily 
at the rate of £00 tons an hour. 

Less than a small fraction of what 
even slave labor would cost is requir- 
ed to maintain the two giant coal tow- 
ers. Furthermore, they are controlled 
by a single man. 

Few will deny that they are giants. 
Such feats as they accomplish in the 
humdrum reutine of modern industry 
are the subject of extravagant narra- 
tives in the Arablan Nighis and the 
fairy tale books of the Brothers 
Grimm. Modern man and electricity 
have outdone the marvels imagined by 
ancient story tellers.
